LITTLE LEAGUE ELECTS WEINBERG

Erlemest R. Burns, 25, of Pine- 
wood Road, North Wilmington, a 
driver for the Lyons Oil Company, 
rescued 13 year old Sandra Dupras 
of 45 Andover Street, yesterday 
afternoon, from a run-away horse, 
which was estimated to be doing 
% miles an hour. 

Sandra, on a new horse, had just 
saddled up for a ride. The horse 
ran away, near the corner of Salem 
and Woburn Streets. The saddle 
became loose, and Sandra, who had 
lost the reins, hung around its neck, 
as the horse sped down Woburn 
Street, up High Street towards the 
North Wilmington RR Station. 

Burns, in his truck, was going in 
the opposite direction, on High 
Street. He turned around and pur- 
sued the fleeing horse. 

At the North Wilmington station 
the gates had been lowered for the 
southbound 1:25 express. The horse 
fumped the gates, and dashed m 
front of the train, and then jumped 
the gate on the further side, Burns 
had to stop to let the train pass. 

Two other drivers} in cars, took 
up the chase, and the three drivers 
attempted to stop the horse, by get- 
ting in front. Parts of the saddle 
were being dropped, as the horse 
sped along, refusing to be stopped 
or slowed down. 

One and one half miles further 
down Middlesex Avenue, near Cen- 
tral Street, Burns finally maneuver- 
ed his truck alongside the fleeing 
horse. He opened the door of his 
cab, and, steering with one hand, 
w standing on the running board, 
successfully took the girl from the 
horses back, with his other hand. 

The horse, bleeding at the nostrils 
was stopped a few-hundred yards 
further on by Edwin Forrest of 
Clyde Avenue, Tom Johnson, 
tired Boston policeman, of 
hurst Avenue, and Joseph McMan- 
us, of Central Street. 

The girl, nearly hysterical, was 
brought to her home, while Burns 
rode the skittish animal to its stable.
